1. Loitering until 2:30 am by user group s 

2. Trash Issues over flowing barrels resulting in increased rats (there is a total of 8 barrels) 

3. Excessive noise since they took the trees down due to the State Project. 

Tom Caccavarro questioned why DPW doesn’t add pick ups throu^out the weekends due to high volume of activities. 
After hours loitering is unacceptable. Tom recommends the town needs to step up and p ick up trash. 

Joe Carabello asked Mr. Brothers about the loitering in the rink. Mr. Brothers stated there is some loitering after the last 
group has ended. 

Further discussion ensued on the lateness of user groups from neighbors. Nei^bors requested a policy to take their 
permits away if loitering occurs. 

Leslie Mayer stated that there are current by-laws that state it is already ille^l and enforcement needs to be improved.

Leslie 
Mayer asked about a memorandum agreement between the Town and Little League. Town Counsel has a copy of this 
memorandum.
